Havana, May 20.—The natal day of 


the republic of Cuba louml Havana 
arrayed like a queen to await the com- 
ing of her lord. She seemed reinves- 
ted for the occasion with the dignity 
of the prosperous days of her power 
and wealth. The decorations \\ere uni- 
versal. 


The whole city seemed suddenly bur- 


ied beneath a forest of waving ban- 
ners. 


The decorations along the water 


front were exceedingly lavish, and 
all the shipping in the harbor 
was 


dressed in gala attire. The majority 
of the fcliips iiow the American en- 
sign at the main and the Cuban at the 
mi/zui. 


Senor Palnia attached his bignaturo 


to the document as president of the 
republic alter an exchange of congrat- 
ulations, and the old veteran. Gen. 
Gome/;, ascended to the roof of the 
palace, where he was accorded an 
immense demonstration of welcome 
A troop of the seventh United. States 
cavalry lowered the American colois. 
which were saluted, and then hoist- 
ed the Cuban flag. 


Ab the tlag flew free the streets be- 


low lajrly waved with the cheer that 
arose. It was caught up by the peo- 
ple on the roofs and rolled over the 
city. Again the cavalry below saluted 
and again the guns of Cabanas spoke, 
this time with a national salute of 21 
guns. The bands stationed on the pla- 
•,'.a, at Cabanas and at Malecon crashed 
out with pride ol country and the rev- 
enue cutters and battleships in the 
harbor thundered tae stiength of war. 
The foreign warships hoisted the Hag 
of Cuba to their mastheads and be- 
stowed upon it the honors due to na- 
tions. The ensigns ol Gieat Hritain 
and Italy had rec ongnized the repub- 
lic. 


The demonstration was still in pro- 


gress when the ca\alry wheeled and 
marched to the wharf, where they 
immediately embarked on the Morro 
Castle. 


Gen. Wood and his adjutant general. 


Col. Scott, with two aides, alter a last 
exchange of good wishes, were driven 
to the pier, where they 
entered a 


launch and were flickered away to 
the Brooklyn. Both ships got under 
way as soon as possible and steamed 
out of the harbor. The man at the 
taffrail of the Brooklyn was kept busy 
dipping the flag in answer to the sa- 
lutes of the thousands upon the water 
front who watched her departure. The 
demonstration 
was 
remarkable 
in 


many respects. 


The ceremony in the palace 
was 


brief and simple. After formal greet- 
ings, Gen. Wood read the documen- 
tary transfer prepared by the war de- 
partment, pledging the new govern- 
ment to iTimediately proclaim the con- 
stitution and the Platt amendment 
contained in the appendix, and to un- 
dertake all obligations assumed by 
the United States, with respect 
to 


Cuba, by the treaty of Paris. 


MINERS' RIOT. 


First Scrap of the Anthracite Work- 


ers' Strike Has Occurred. 


Scranton. Penn., May 
20.—Fifteen 


hundred mine workers at 
Oliphaut 


this morning made the first 
serious 


demonstration since the strike began 
in the Lackawanna valley. Their on- 
slaught 
was 
directed 
against 
the 


Grassy Island washery of the 
Dele- 


ware and Hudson 
ee.npany 
in the 


northern part of the town. 
The ap- 


proaches were blockaded to such an 
extent that 
District 
Superintendent 


Sarge and a number of foremen from 
the company's nearby mines found it 
impossible to make their way through 
the lines, and were forced 
to retreat 


down the railroad tracks with hoots. 
catcalls and some Hying missiles fol- 
lowing them. A Hungarian woman 
jumped in among 
the foremen 
and 


snatching the hat from the head ol 
one, hurled it into a muddy pool, yell- 
ing wildly as she did so. Her action 
almost, precipitated trouble, and only 
through the determined effort of some 
of the strike leaders was she dragged 
away and i.iiado to keep quiet. While 
this demonstration was going on six 
armed deputies who come 
up from 


the waslipry were warned not to ap- 
proach too near, and warned that they 
had belter go back to the washery. As 
no company official was present to 
direct their movements they acted on 
the suggestion and retreated. Super- 
intendent Sarge and his foremen came 
to Scranton and consulted with Gen- 
eral Superintendent Hose. 
The com- 


pany officials say they are determined 
to operate the washery. and the Oli- 
phant strikers say they sire just as de- 
termined that it shall not be operated.

THE SOLEMN BIRDS RESPONDED TO 


THE WOODSMAN'S CALL. 


THE NILE CROCODILE.

An Uncanny Sort of Entertainment 


That Wa» Given o« n Cloudy. Mntt- 
gr XiKht In the \Voodn of Went Vlr- 
•rlnla--The Whlppoorwlll Cnll. 
"West Virginia seems to be a favor- 


ite region for owla/' said John Lochliu 
of Pittsbnrg, "and 
I was a highly 


aroused participant once in what they 
call an owl party down there. I was 
camping on a tront stream in the Cum- 
berland mountains attended by Jim 
Frazier, b grizzly old woodsman and 
mountaineer. Just as it WHP getting 
dark one nmggy, cloudy day, 1 WHS pit- 
ting in the cabin door Brooking, aud 
Jim, after an inspection of the sur- 
roundings and conditions with his 
•weather eye, said: 
" 'This is gointer be n fit night for 


an owl jisrty. Shell I git ye up oneV 


"Thai waa the first 1 heard of Ktich a 


thing n.8 an owl party. 
" 'I don't know what yon mean, 


Jim,' «aid I. 
" 'This is gointer be a fit night for 


an owl party," ho repented. 'Shell I git 
ye up one':' 


"Jim had a way of doing things nnd 


explaining them afterward, so I knew 
that if I wanted to learn what an owl 
party was I wonld have to wait and see. 
" 'Certainly,' I said. 
'Get me up 


one, of (-curse.' 


"That waa all that was said or done 


about it at the time, but when darkness 
had settled down Jim stood up in front 
of the cabin and sent out on the night 
wind a good imitation of the wnnrnfnl 
cry ot the hoot owl. After half a min- 
ute of silence he repeated the cry. Prep - 
ently from away off in the woodn some- 
where came an answer, tuournfnl and 
prolonged: 
" 'Too-whool Too-whoo! Too-w boo- 


o-o!'" 'That's one old chap that'll be to 
our party anyhow,' said Jim, aud again 
he repeated the cry. It was responded 
to by the owl, this time nearer, arid 
his notoo had scarcely died uw.iy in tha 
woods when from another direction a 
similar cry wns heard. 
" 'Two of 'em,' said the old hnntor. 
"And HO he kept on mmnStiting the 


notes of the owl mi til hia culla were 
anfewered from every part of the sur- 
rounding woods, each answering bird 
drawing nearer and nearer at every re- 
sponse. In ten minutes' tir.io, from the 
trees over onr heads, in front und all 
around the cabin, a dozen pairs of fiery 
eyea were glaring down nt us from the 
darkness. When the old woodsman ut- 
tered his cry softly, a chorus of soft, 
cooing responses met it from the owls 
in the trees. If ho hurled it iu rphoinnl- 
ing volume at the ghowtly assemblage, 
from each throat beneath a pair of blaz- 
ing eyes wonld come a collection of the 
meat unearthly sound* that « human 
being ever stood still and listened to 
Short, staccato yelps, like the fright- 
bned barking of a dog; blood curdling 
gurglings and gaspings, as of a perhnn 
being btrangk'd: loud snapping of the 
booked mandibles, aud a hair raising 
finale of too-whoos, too-whoos. 


"For an hour this exhibition was 


kept up by the old woodsman's dctt 
maneuvering, tome times with varia- 
tions that were convulsirigly ludicrous 
und sometimes with accompaniments 
sufficiently demoniacal to scare a mail 
into tits. After he hud ceased to pro- 
voke the owls to further performances 
they remained in the trees a quarter of 
an hour or more, snapping their bills 
together and giving voice to various • 
uncunny sounds. Then they began to 
flit away one by one in ihu durkiif-ss. 
until they hud aH disappeared. 
" 'Givin owl parties is a trick that's 


aH old as the bills down in this ki-ntry,' 
said Jim. 
'Owls keri be called j<;ht like 


that 'tnost any night, but a muggy 
night like this one is the best. 1 don't 
know what they think they come for, 
but if tha's an owl within honnd of yer 
voice when ye give the call—sind uu 
owl can hear considerable funl<-r than 
two miles—it'll answer yennd gradn'ly 
make its way toward ye till at last its 
yer company corne to visit. I've hud as 
many aa t-ix dozen of 'ern hodnoddin 
with me all to wunst. Owla will put ofi 
everything else they've got on hand and 
set nnd visit with ye all night if ye'll 
only keep on talkin to 'em, and they'll 
jaw back us fuat and as sassy us ye ken 
jaw at them.' 


"Jim, just at dusk one evening, got 


me up a whippoorwill party. 
By imi- 


tating the plaintive call of that noc- 
turnal bird he soon had a score or more 
of them fluttering noiselessly about the 
cabin, never lighting, bat i-wooping 
about and keeping up the curious clut- 
tering and snapping of their hairy beaks 
that are characteristic of their kind. 
" 'I couldn't do that if it wasn't

To say that the- crocodile has seen 


his best days is but feebly to express 
the rapidity with which lie is lapsing 
Into the class or extinct animals. Aa a 
feature of modern Egypt he Is perhaps 
rather a curiosity than u plague, and 
the traveler has to get far beyond the 
regions of the delta before he can be- 
gin to hope for tlie chance of being in- 
troduccd to one. Crocodile stories are \ this cage was somewhat ashamed of his 


Vanity of Canary Bird*. 


"Do you know." paid unobservant 


lontleman, "that, barring.a man aud a 
peacock, I believe a canary bird is the 
Vainest of all creaturest Both my wife 
and myself are very feud of pets, nnd 
wo keep several of these little songsters 
always in tbo house. One of the cages 
was nn old affair, which had been in 
the family for years, and was used as 
much for tradition's as for economy's 
sake. I had frequently remarked to my 
wife that I believed the occupant of 


no longer told. Iu fact, it Is safer to 
trust to the sea serpent. Nothing can 
make the crocodile attractive, and even 
the man with the camera is shy of 
treating him as'a subject—whether for 
personal or artistic reasons Is not quite 
clear. 
Possibly the crocodile resents 


being focused, as he formerly shrank 
from confrontation with a mirror, aii 
ordeal which often led to his dying of 
chagrin, as was supposed, at the- sight 
of his own ugliness. 
Moreover, the 


experienced photographer Is wise In 
"taking no risks," remembering that 
the crocodile's tears are ouly a natural 
solvent which the saurian applies to 
the tougher form of animal food. 


And this Is where the legend of the 


toothpick properly comes in. Herodo- 
tus noticed the fact, but seenis to have 
been misled as to the motive. He dis- 
covered that the crocodile made friends 
•with a particular bird, which he al- 
lowed to cuter his mouth in order, as 
the writer supposed, to rid the reptile 
of the leeches which lufested his jaws. 
Pliny says nothing of these pests, but 
considers the complaisance of the 
crocodile to be due to the satisfaction 
be felt in having his teeth picked by 
the bird. "He tuketh .so great delight 
in this her scraping and scouring of 
als teeth aud ja\va." 
Both authors 


(.peak of the bird as a wren; later nat- 
uralists described it as belug as large 
as a thrush, while It lias been reserved 
for the present generation of travelers 
to Identify this useful friend of the 
crocodile as the spur winged plover. 
Of the fact of the alliance there is not 
tin; least doubt. 
The operation has 


been frequently witnessed by numer- 
ous Independent observers, one of the 
latest of whom considers that the bird 
does actually perform the functions of 
a toothpick, "a process which the croc- 
odile enjoys." 
With such corrobora- 


tlon the narration of Herodotus, sub- 
ject to qualification, us It must bo, is at 
least to be taken seriously aud no lon- 
ger regarded as the visionary Idea of a 
mere fabulist. 


In the Egyptian hieroglyphics the 


crocodile IH represented by a single 
wavy lino, so perfectly suggestive of 
the contour of the animal that It Is 
quite Impossible to escape from its 
meaning. It might stand aw an excel- 
lent contemporary Illustration of the 
text of Herodotus, neither author nor 
artist overstepping the modesty of na- 
ture. 
This was reserved for later 


times. In which arose so many of the 
myths and extravagances which \ve 
are ready to impute to the lack of prac- 
tical knowledge by the classic writers. 
When Fuller lucubrated so learnedly 
of the crocodile, he doubtless felt that 
he was correcting the erroneous idea 


shabby dwelling place and observed 
with envious eyes the fact that tb<? oth- 
er songsters were more artistically 
lodged. 


"Well, the old cage finally collapsed, 


and it became necessary to purchase a 
new one. In order to test rny belief in 
the intelligence of my feathered friend 
I made it a point to get him the pret- 
tiest little brass bouse I conld find. The 
effect was magical. No sooner was ho 
turned into bis new home than he be- 
gan to sing as he bad never sung be- 
fore, completely drowning out the music 
of the other birds and behaving other- 
wise in a manner altogether becoming 
hia sudden rise in life. No proud pauper 
coming unexpectedly into an inherit- 
ance of great riches could more grace- 
fully have assumed a greater degree of 
vanity."—Memphis Sciinetar. 


Choo.liiK a Wife For Her Teeth. 
One of the most curious and interest-

akina from hardening and cracking. 
There is only one process known to the 
Eskimo, that of chewing. It is neces- 
sary to perform this operation every 
two or three months, and it is i\ part of 
the wives' duties. It is for that reason 
that an Eskimo selects his future help- 
mates for thofiizeof their teeth aud tho 
strength of their jaws. Of course one 
wife cannot attend to all the skins, and 
so sometimes an Eskimo has as many 
as ten loving helpmates. 


Wives are bought, sold and ex- 


changed among the Eskimos. Tho price 
fluctuates like that of wheat or corn or 
stocks on Wall street. A father with a 
growing daughter will be approached 
by a neighbor and offered one, two or 
three dogs for her, according to her 
maxillary powers. Sometimes a blue 
foxskin or a dozen strips of blubber 
may enter into the bargain, but dogs 
arc generally tho factor used.—San 
Francisco Examiner.

Wo human beings are odd iu our at- 


titude toward tbe animal world, iu our 
likes and dislikes of tho creatures of 
onr own. class aud other clauses of ani- 
mals. We seem to base our feelings on 
no logical ground of reciprocity, of good 
will, of gratitude or tho reverse, but 
rather on some almost inexplicable 
whim. Certain creatures are without 
reason given a bad name, and no proof 
of service rendered will ever reinstate 
them. Others aro popular favorites and 
may steal grain and make life hideous 
with their discordant cries. The entire 
Bunko tribe, for example, is anathema, 
with all right minded folk, though if 
they were asked the reason of tbuir 
prejudice they would, with a pitiful, 
and superior shrug, bo driven back in 
all probability on the ridiculous trans- 
lation of Holy Writ, which, however 
deep in its charm, cannot be relied upon 
in matters zoological. 


It is a fact that, though few would 


credit it, a gentleman charged not long 
ago in an evening paper with needless 
persecution of our common, harmless 
snake quoted iu his defense some an- 
cient injunction about bruising the 
creature's head iu retaliation for an 
apocryphal bruising o£ his own beeL As 
a matter of truth and not Scripture, sei?2" 
pents do not bruise our boel, but are 
only too glad to glide away from it. I 
understand that in tha breeding season 
thero aro certain Indian snakes that re- 
sent uninvited witnesses of their nup- 
tial ceremonies aud go the length of 
chasing them oil tho promises. This 
may or may not be tho case, but I have 
tramped after kangaroo through mileT 
of tall grass simply infested (us proved 
by periodic fires) with snakes, venomous 
and otherwise, without coming in con- 
tact with one, although gaiters to the 
knee were do rigueur on such, occasions 
in case of accident. 


The vituperation, however, reserved 


lor tho reptile is not more 1'orciblo than 
that meted out to the whole unpaid 
company of nature's scavengers, and it 
is to this very remarkable ingratitude 
that it seema time to draw attention. It 
cannot, it is true, bo claimed i'or theao 
useful servants that they possess beauty 
or charm of manner, but thero are folks 
who aro ornamental, others merely use- 
ful, and the earth would not bo pleasant 
without either. It wonld not, for in- 
stance, be correct to assert that the gen- 
tlemen who, under tho :xui-pi(\ s of the 
sanitary board, impel gi title i-t:x\irus of 
water down tha elastic aud •serdaut 
slopes that lead 1'roiu Coveut Garden to 
tho Strand aro among the most pictur- 
esque individuals iu that neighborhood, 
but it would be equally f-utile to deny 
their place iu tho scheme of tbe crea- 
tion. 


Death is ever busy to render this 


earth nu unclean abode. This, apparent 
even in these latitudes, has a very much 
more serious aspect in tropical lands, 
where tho burning caress of a pitiless 
sun brings decay close on tho steps of 
death, aud tbo corpse but au hour old 
is already at work poisuning tho sur- 
rounding air and spreading tho germs 
of disease. 
To frustrate this baleful 


work iiaturo has culisU-d an eHicieut 
army of scavengers, drawn from all 
classes, aud commissioned to keep pure 
tbo earth and cleausci it of all that is 
foul. It might bu expected thut a rational 
generation would not be slow to recog- 
nize, tbe. valuo of such officials 
and 


would give them ac least protection and 
consideration. 


Yet it is actually a fact that, so far 


from according these invaluable crea- 
tures the same kindly forbearance that 
is given unstiutingly to thousands of 
small fowl, more picturesque perhaps, 
but certainly more harmful, wo have 
not, most of us, a good word to say for 
any one serving iu the scavenging brig- 
ade, 
aud the encomiast who should 


plead their cause, individually or as a 
class, would run the risk of being voted 
eccentric. Tho very names of tho crea- 
tures call up all tho worst epithets ap- 
plicable to tho brute world. 
Vultures' 


are repulsive; hyenas, for all tho world 
as if they subscribed to tho national 
church, aro called sacrilegious because 
they rifle graves; for sharks no teriujs 
strong enough, and tho honest sailor 
who occasionally contrives to haul one 
of these, ocean scavengers aboard mete* 
out to it treatment that would bo worth- 
ier of tho Grand Turk of tradition. 


Nature, not being a European power, 


keeps her forces iu readiness where they 
are needed, in consequence of which tho 
scavengers muster in strength in hot 
countries. Vultures wander but rarely 
to these parts, and such sharks as occur 
are with few exceptions but minnows of 
their race. Yet we have even in theso 
islands humbler purifiers at work, tad- 
poles and burying beetles and others 
suitable to the comparatively easy work 
that falls to them. 


Ono of these days, when natural his- 


tory is taught in a ratioual manner in 
our schools, when tho rising generation 
learns to appreciate tho living world 
around instead of banging pianos aud 
splashing pigments, we shall have a i'n- 
cantation of tho modern zoological faith 
and n better appreciation of the beasts 
and birds. We shall find nothing to 
shudder at iu the meal of tho vulture, 
but wo may, on tho contrary, oven Icnrn 
to protect that romarkabln bird and its 
follow wavongors a« among tho worthi- 
est of earth's children. To the l:vs>t tho 
vulture is active in its allotted misyion, 
and when at length it falls no living 
bonst or bird or insect will touch its 
body, nnd it miiht crumble quietly to 
dust, a lusting— Komowhat too lacting. 
as those know who have- camped near 


A man with an empty sleeve told a

1 
wish to express my regret that T have- 
clone so, and in future, whatever may 
the stress of this debate or the inten- 
sity of my own fuclings, I hhall at- 
tempt to refrain from the use o£ any 
such language."

what became of Winslow or Gray; but 
they did want to keep Lawrence on 
their side of the Atlantic, it being mi 
derstood that if he was got before an

paying on the part of their agent« in 
New York, would be exposed. So the

All this put Glynn on his mettle.

Tho 
boom of the cannon announcing his ar- 
rival was sweet music to tho American 
sailors in prison. Hoarded by a chirf 
interpreter with attendants, who in- 
quired his business, Glyim was ordered 
to leuvo the waters of Japan at one", j 
Tho American's immediate leply was j 
that his mist-ion was to tho government;. | 
Then rather ostentatiously ho gavo tho j 
order to heave anchor, spread sail and i 
move forward. Visions of involuntary I 
hara kiri at once excited tho Japasu'fJ i 
to voluble protests. Nevertheless Glynu 
moved into tho inner harbor and an- 
chored within 200 yards of tbo bat- 
teries ou either side of tho anchorage. 
Ho refused to seo anybody but tho gov- 
ernor, sendiug word than ho would not 
leave until he had obtained tho Ameri- 
can seamen ou deck. He demanded thoir 
immediate release. 
Furthermore, ho 


mado it plain that if tho cordon of bouts 
was not quickly broken up ho would 
blow them out of tho water. 


During tho nine days tho Proble re- 


mained a great army of soldiers gath • 
ered. Extra guns to tho number of 00 
wero mounted, auy ouo of which, right- 
ly trained, might havo sunk tho Prublo. 
Yet, iu spite of tho glittering arms, tho 
blight aud variegated colois of tho 
feudal banners aud tho military and 
naval flags, tho American commander, 
while granting a little longer timo, ro- 
fused to modify his request. Half his 
crew were ou deck all the time, aud ev- 
ery precaution against surprise and 
preparation for attack was mado. Glyun 
was seconded by Lieutenant Silas Bent.

The aucient coinage of 
Utah, the 


period when the glittering particles of 
yellow gold from California were mint- 
ed i:i a little adobo building in Salt 
Lake, bus been half forgotten. 
Tho 


written and printed records of that time, 
by a strange oversight, throw no light 
on the subject. 


Those Utahaus whose memory dates 


back to 1849 remember tho establish- 
njeut of tho mint, but tho exact dates 
aio confused. It was some timo toward 
tho close of 1849 that the mint was in- 
augurated as a measure of public con- 
venience. 1'righam Young was the in- 
stigator of the coinage system and exer- 
cised a personal supervision over the 
work. 


Prior to tho establishment of the mint 


all gold dust had to be weighed when 
payments for merchandise or other ar- 
ticles were made. 
In many cases the 


merchant with whom the purchaser 
was dealing hud no gold scales, aud 
much trouble resulted. The metal was 
too precious to admit of guesswork in as-
